1.  \s  for  the  disposal  of  the  China  Incident,  tho  aims  of 
the  Holy  v/ar,  basing  upon  the  decisions  o:  toe  Imperial 
C0nf3rer.ce,  should  be  thoroughly  carriod  out. 

2  In  view  cf  the  now  circumstances  in  East  Asia,  tho  prepara¬ 
tion  and  the  expansion  of  the  armament  should  be  realised, 
the  system  of  national  total  r.obiliration  should  be  n ore 
strengthened  and  the  expansion  of  productivity  should  ^e 
increasad.

EXECUTION  OF  SEVEN  ITEMS 


War  Minister  ITAQAKI,  upon  the  request  of  Baron  HIRANUKA,  called  at  the 
cabinet  organization  headquarters  at  9  A.M.  on  the  5th  and  had  an  interview 
with  Baron  HIRANUMA  for  about  45  minutes,  during  which  he  was  asked  to  remain 
as  the  War  Minister.  After  revealing  the  requests  on  the  part  of  the  Array,  as 
decided  by  the  Conference  of  the  Army  Senior  Chiefs,  ITACAXI  leftat  1°  A.  . 

The  points,  as  requested  by  the  Army  and  revealed  to  Baron  HIRAJUMA  by  the  ar 
Minister,  were  as  follows! 

1.  With  regard  to  the  China  Incident,  basing  upon  the  decisions  of  the 
Imperial  Conference,  and  in  accordance  with  fixed  policies,  the  aims  of  the 
Holt  War  should  be  achieved.  Particularly,  the  Declaration  of  December  22nd, 
on  the  policy  of  readjusting  the  relationship  with  China,  should  be  adopted 

in  its  entirety. 

2.  To  cope  with  the  new  circumstances  in  East  Asia,  the  plan  for  rational 
defense  should  bo  established  and  the  preparation  and  expansion  of  armament 
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
